Heart Patients Needed By Medical 
School For Free Testing, Ages 30 - 65 


If y.>u have had one heart 
attack in the past five years, 
you may qualify for a series 
of free tests administered by 
the University of Southern 
California School of Medi¬ 
cine. 

The tests, scheduled for 
three mornings, are the first 
phase of a program spo.n- 
sored by the National Heart, 
Lung ana Blood Institute. 
Tlie program’s aim is to de¬ 
termine whether, by lower- 
in;T the level of cholesterol 
in tile blood, the risk of 
heart attacks oan be re¬ 
duced. use Is one of throe 
institutions in the United 
States that are participating 
in the program. 

To qualify, participants 
must be betwf*en the ages of 
.10 and 65, have .suffered 
their first and only heart at¬ 
tack within the past five 
years, be fre<* of diabetes or 
very high blood pressure, 
^nd not be greatly over¬ 
weight. 

According to Dr. David 
Blankenhorn, professor of 
medicine and director of 
cardiology at U.SC. all jiarti- 


cipants who qualify for the 
first phase of the program 
will receive cholesterol eval¬ 
uations, physical examina¬ 
tions, blood pressure checks, 
blood tests, glucose - toler¬ 
ance tests, resting electro¬ 
cardiograms, chest x-rays 
and dietary information. 

Those who meet the on- 
trance requirements for the 
second phase ot the study 
will receive an individually 
tailored cholesterol - lower¬ 
ing food pla.n and five years 
of monitoring tor cardiovas¬ 
cular disea.se. inclu ding 
stress te.sting. 

The program will be made 
available to more than 30,- 
000 heart attack victims in 
a 10-year pi»riod, Blanken- 
hom said.

Exotic Plant Show 
At Arboretum 
July 21 and 22 

The Los Angeles Interna- 
lional Fern Society will 
stage a major show at the 
Los Angeles State and Coun¬ 
ty Arboretum in Arcadia 
Saturday and Sunday, July 
21 and 22. This will be the 
second show the society has 
held at the Arboretum. II 
will bo spread over four cen¬ 
tral areas: the lecture hall, 
entrance rotunda, Demon¬ 
stration Home Gardens, and 
a 12,000-square-foot adjoin¬ 
ing shade area. 

Show hours are 9 to 5 
both days, parking and ad¬ 
mission are free.

Probably you’ve noticed 
that every few days a bul¬ 
letin from Washington ac¬ 
cuses something else of cau¬ 
sing cancer. Recently it’s 
Ixicn hair dryers; currently 
it’s nitrite. With hair dryers 
occupying center stage, the 
TV rabble-rousers are hold¬ 
ing nitrite in the wings. But 
if you love bacon, you’d bet¬ 
ter eat yoiur fill before they 
grab it from the shelves. 

Henry Mencken once said: 
‘‘The wliole aim of practical 
politics is to keep the popu¬ 
lace alarmed (and hence, 
glamor to be led to safety) 
bj^ creating an endless series 
of hobgoblins.” He was 
right, of course. 

.Sodium nitrite added to 
cured moat prevents botu- 
li.sm. But because of an ex¬ 
periment with rats, the 
Ju.stice Department now in¬ 
sists it be banned immedi¬ 
ately, even without a .suit¬ 
able repla(?ement. After that, 
presumably you won’t get 
cancer, but you might get 


the equally deadly botulism. 
I hear Agrictulture and 
HEW favor delaying the ban 
until after 1980, so the ex¬ 
pected explosion of botulism 
deaths won’t influence your 
voles. 

Dr. David Roll, professor 
of medicinal chemistry at 
the University of Utah, says 
that spinach, beets, etc. fre¬ 
quently contain more nitrites 
naturally than does meat to 
which the presrvative is 
added by man. 

And Fortune Magazine on 
February 26 said: “Cured 
meats are the source of only 
about two per cent of the 
nitrites in the average per¬ 
son’s body . . . Nitrites also 
occur nafeirally in vegetables 
and fruits, while normal hu¬ 
man saliva contains a great¬ 
er proportion than cured 
meats.” 

Top TV mindbenders ob¬ 
viously relish each new can¬ 
cer scare, however flimsy, 
for these scares offer Gov¬ 
ernment an excuse to further 
regulate our lives. The ter¬ 
rible threat to health po.sod 
by cancer cannot be dis¬ 
counted, hut the politics of 
the disease (including the 
.strange campaign against 
Laetrile) has become a most 
serious threat to freedom, 
and therefore deserves more 
attention than it receives.

Property Values 
Up Regardless of 
Proposition 13 

Proposition 13 notwit h - 
standing, the 1978-79 as¬ 
sessed values on coun t y 
property tax rolls have in¬ 
creased over the preceding 
tax year by 9.5 per cent 
statewide. 

George R. Reilly, member, 
State Board of Equalization, 
reported that although in¬ 
creases in the majority of 
property assessments were 
limited by the initiative to 
two per cent per year, thei 
total assessed value in the 
state grew at a rate more 
than four times the amount 
of that basic allowable In¬ 
crease. 

Reilly cited as reasons: 
(1) transfer of ownership 
ccupl-a-d with soaring market 
values, (2) new construc¬ 
tion on existing properties, 
and (3) reassessment of 
propertias to correct for un¬ 
derassessments in 1975-76. 
the base year for determin¬ 
ing values under Proposi¬ 
tion 13.

Legislature Kills Prop. 13 

Bills continue to move authorizing iocai governmonts 
to impose “fees,” “oharges” and “.sjx'cial assessments” for 
polic-e, fire and paramedic .services without a two-thirds 
vote of the people. Most of the new charges would bt' 
collec ed on property tax bills. 

AB 618 (Chappie) allows local government to assess 
“charges” uixwi all properties wit'hjn a jurisdiction for 
police and fire protection and prevention. The bill cleared 
the Assembly 73-2 and on June 12 was approved by Senate 
Local Government. It will next be heard in Senate Finance. 
Fire oharges alone would raise about $1 billion. SB 928 
(Dills), authorizing fire districts to impose fees. Is now 
in Senate Finance wi.h proponents plotting amendments 
to take the bill directly to tl)e floor. AB 307 (Lockyer), re¬ 
quiring flood control districts to impose special benefit 
assessments in lieu of property taxes was held in Assem- 
by Revenue and Taxation after the Chamber protes'ed 
the bill circumvented Prop. 13. AB 549 (Frazee), authori¬ 
zing counties to oharge for street lighting, is on the gov¬ 
ernor’s desk. Chamber solidly opposes any new authoriza¬ 
tion for revenues until the legislature settle* on a costly 
long-term or ^hort-term Prop. 13 plan to finance local 
government. Even then, new reven-ue sources, regardless 
of label affixed, shou’d require a two-thirds vote of the 
local electorate.

State Tax Levies 
Lowered For Year 

For local government in 
California, total property tax 
levies and state subventions 
totaled almost $6.9 billion 
less during the past year 
than they would have with¬ 
out Proposition 13. 

George R. Reilly, member. 
State Board of Equalization 
presented the following esti¬ 
mate of tax reductions by 
classification during the 
fiscal year ending June 30: 

Single family residential, 
$2,718,000,000; multiple fam¬ 
ily residential, $715,000,000; 
jion-residential, locally as¬ 
sessed, $2,361,000,000; State 
assessed (utilities), $413,- 
000,000; state subvention 
(reimbursment by the state 
to the coiunties for the 
homeowners and husine s s 
inventory tax exemptions), 
$679,000,000; total, $6,886,- 
000,000. 

Reilly said the average 
lax rate per $100 of assessed^ 
value was reduced by Propo¬ 
sition 13 from $10.90 to $4.79, 
a reduction of 56 per cent. 
The average homeowner’s 
tax bill has been reduced by 
52 per cent.

“Nature Notes’

Some tim.e ago I wrote; 
about the unusual sighting.'-, 
of what appeared to be wild 
parrots in our Sierra Madre 
neighborhood. Perched in the 
Eucalptus trees across from 
us, they chattered endlessly 
and noisily ... as so many 
parrots do. Weeks later, I 
spotted a pair of them fly¬ 
ing overhead, fla s h 1 n g 
shades of green mixed with 
bright yellow. Since then, 
another smaller flock of 
about eight birds loud 1 y 
chattered their way into the 
neighboring trees. Exhibiting 
boundless energy and rest¬ 
lessness, they perched only 
for a moment . . . then rose 
as one bright green body. 
Though they circled twice, I 
w'as barely able to catch a 
fleeting glimpse of the par¬ 
rots as they quickly headed 
south, their strange squaw¬ 
king fading in xhe distance. 
Again, my curiosity about 
them was thoroughly peaked. 
But still, I had no more in¬ 
formation about these exotic, 
misplaced birds then I had 
before! 

Then, unexpectedly, as 1 
was speaking to some 
friends who live in the San 
Gabriel area, the topic of 
parrots popped into our con¬ 
versation. It was then that 
I learned they, too, were 
familiar with flocks of wild 
parrots. Naturally, I was 
quite excited about this 
news, and questioned my 
friends for more informa¬ 
tion. 


According to them, years 
ago disaster struck a pvipular 
garden and pet shop in East 
Pasadena. During the early 
morning hours, and due to 
unknown causes, fire erupt¬ 
ed in the front part of the 
store, w'orking its way 
through the garden section 
towanl the back of the store 
where the pets w'ere caged. 
As the story goes, many of 
the pets perished, but mir¬ 
aculously, some birds were 
cither let loose, or somehow 
managed to escape the in¬ 
ferno to freedom! Of those 
escapees, some supposedly 
were parrots. 

Over the years after that 
disastrous fire, green par¬ 
rots were sighted by nearby 
I'csidents. Somewhat fitting 
the description of either a 
Thick-Billed Parrot or a 
Green Parrot . . . both nor¬ 
mal residents of Mexico, 
these attractive birds per¬ 
ched for awhile in Pasadena, 
then San Gabriel, and I sup- 
I'-ose neighboring communi¬ 
ties, their flocks increasing 
in numbers. Though the fire 
occurred many years ago, 
descendants of those esca¬ 
ping green parrots continue 
to thrive. (Dr so goes the 
story! I>oes anyone have an¬ 
other vei-sion? 

Because of inflation and
